CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES OF THE CIA 

(Ms. HOLTZMAN asked and was given 
permission to extend her remarks at this 
point In the Record and to Include ex- 
traneous matter.) 

Ms. HOLTZMAN. Mr. Speaker, today 
I am resubmitting, with 24 cosponsors, 
a resolution of Inquiry calling on the 
President to disclose to the House Judici- 
ary Committee all Information' ho has 
regarding possible criminal acts commit- 
ted by the Central Intelligence Agency; 
I originally submitted, this resolution on 
behalf of Congressman John Burton anrl 
myself at the beginning of this Congress,* 
The resolution has been referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. - '-.y \ 

Our resolution Is narrowly focused. It 
does not inquire Into the CIA ’s adlierence 
to or violation of its own charter. Other 
legislative proposals will— and should- 
deal with' those -questions. Rather, the 

resolution. Is .'concerned with the extent 
*° which the CIA has engaged, in sur- 
• reptitious. entry, burglary, intercepting 
mail, wiretapping ' and electronic sur-

Mr. SIKES. Mr. Speaker, on the 22d 
•of December, the New' York Times 
charged- that, our foreign intelligence 
service, the CIA; "directly violating its 
charter, conducted a massive illegal do- 
mestic intelligence operation.’’ 

Even though in the ensuing controver- 
sy a Presidential commission was ap- 
pointed and congressional committees 
are lining up to Investigate the charges, 
it is already abundantly clear that the 
activity which, is under attack and which 
may have been used purposely to stir up 

the fuss: 

Was not a domestic operation; 

Was not in violation of CIA’s charter;
